Kerr Company of Romulus, a 
manufacturer of dental equip¬ 
ment, may not have much to 
smile about Sept. 22 when com¬ 
pany representatives appear 
before Federal Court Judge 
Barbara Hackett and a jury. 

The company has been 
charged with racial discri¬ 
mination by nine past and pre¬ 
sent black employees. 

The employees claim they 
were not promoted as they 
should have been but were un¬ 
fairly harrassed and disprop¬ 
ortionately disciplined. Racial 
slurs, contend the plantiffs in 
the action, were not uncom¬ 
mon. They further allege in the 
lawsuit that anti-black litera¬ 
ture appeared on bathroom 
walls and bulletin boards. The 
employees also cite other 
racially motivated incidents in 
the case. 


“All of the plantiffs in this 
case have been disciplined by 
the company. Statistics show 
that blacks are consistently 
disciplined disproportionate¬ 
ly,” said Gary Benjamin, 
attorney for the employees. 
“For instance, in 1981, almost 
20 percent of the company’s 
employees wre black but over 
50 percent of those disciplined 
were black. The difference 
cannot be explained by factors 
other than race. 

“A management employee 
who was called ‘nigger’ by a 
supervisor, testified that the 
personnel officer gave only a 
verbal warning and nothing 
more to the supervisor,” Ben¬ 
jamin said. 

Kerr Manufacturing Com¬ 
pany was founded in Detroit in 
1891 and moved to the Wick 
Road location in Romulus in 
1969. Kerr is adivision of Syb- 
ron Corporation with head¬ 
quarters in Rochester, New 


York. The Romulus facility 
employs approximately 200 
people. 

Benjamin charges that 
several civil rights suits have 
been filed against the company 
since the early 1970s. 

An in depth study completed 
in June of 1985 by Michael H. 
Thompson investigated the 
pattern of discipline at Kerr 
Manufacturing. 

“Clearly, there is a very 
large and statistically signifi¬ 
cant difference between the 
frequency of disciplines on the 
basis of race,” he said. 

Sex, seniority, outside ex¬ 
perience, group and depart¬ 
ment were factors controlled 
so the net effect of race could be 
determined in the study. 

“The results were not heavi¬ 
ly influenced by a few indi¬ 
viduals with poor discipline re¬ 
cords,” Thompson empha¬ 
sized. “It is clear that being 
black had a systematic positive

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effect on the average number 
of disciplines received at Syb- 
ron-Kerr. The statistical evi¬ 
dence is very strong regarding 
the role of race.” 

“It’s been a hell of a fight,” 
said Timothy Jackson, a for¬ 
mer six and a half year em¬ 
ployee of Kerr. “Last year, I 
was fired at the same job level I 
was hired at, a machinist three 
and the lowest paying job 
there.”

Romulus residents party too 
hearty in weekend heat wave

With weekend temperatures 
soaring toward the 100 degree 
mark and a full moon in sight, 
criminal activity pushed the 
Romulus Police Department 
into overdrive. 

The action was hot as officers 
responded to an armed robbery 
on Friday that left a young man 
injured.

Michigan Hospital in Ann 
Arbor. The amount of money 
stolen is undetermined,” re¬ 
ported Lieutenant Ken Kraus.

“Officers responded to a 
complaint of a large, loud and 
noisy party attended by at least 


100 people. Because of the un¬ 
cooperative nature of the revel¬ 
ers which ended up a free-for- 
all, 18 people were arrested on 
various charges including dis¬ 
orderly conduct. Warrants 
were issued for two persons 
charged^wjth a felony for mali- 
cious destruction of property 
when they smashed several 
windows out of two patrol 
cars,” Kraus said. 

Romulus Police were 
assisted by Wayne County 
Sheriff, Taylor and Brown- 
stown Township Police Depart¬ 
ments with numerous cars. 

One Romulus Police officer 
received a fractured right arm 
when he was struck by an unde¬ 
termined object. 

As hot weather continued so 
did the long, hot weekend when 
on Monday, police responded to 
another shooting. A dispute be¬ 
tween two residents resulted in 
minor injuries. Police are still 
investigating the sequence of 
events which led up to the con¬ 
frontation and have no further 
information at this time.

show them I needed my job. I 
thought I was going to lose my 
mind,” he stated. 

The past and present em¬ 
ployees insist they were intimi¬ 
dated and harrassed. The un¬ 
ion wrote up grievances which, 
“would have closed the place 
down if the government knew 
what was going on.” Instead, 
their union representative was 
told by her boss to rip up cer¬ 
tain grievances. Brown stated. 

“We were mistreated. It was 
a complete nightmare working 
there. Today my wife works 
full time to support our family 
which includes two sons,” said 
Brown. 

“I asked one supervisor why 
he was harrassing me. He said, 
‘That’s my job.’ I didn’t argue 
because I needed the job and a 
place to work,” said Brown. 

“We’re not looking so much 
for money but for this company 


to be brought to justice. Me and 
my family have really suffered 
since this all began,” said 
Brown. 

“This has produced a lot of 
mental anguish.” said Jack- 
son. “Now I’ve got no job and 
nothing coming in. I was told 
that I was one of the best work¬ 
ers out there. Kerr does not 
generate good feelings. This 
was my first experience with 
racial discrimination on the job 
and I never thought thought it 
would so bad.” 

“Kerr is an equal opportun¬ 
ity employer,” remarked Don 
Van Suilichem, attorney for 
Kerr. He also said that any 
further discussion on the mat¬ 
ter would take place in court or 
at the settlement conference to 
be conducted privately be¬ 
tween both parties on Sept. 9 
before the Sept. 22 date in 
Federal District Court. 


Burglaries baffle police 

Semi-annual report 


Criminal activity continues 
to rise in Romulus. Of the ma¬ 
jor crimes only murder and 
aggravated assaults have de¬ 
clined according to the semi¬ 
annual crime report compiled 
by Police Cheif Charles Wil¬ 
moth. 

During the same period last 
year, the major crimes which 
have increased include rapes, 
up 115 percent, auto thefts, up 
48 percent, and robbery, up 28 
percent. 

“The department continues 
to increase visibility as indi¬ 
cated by a 12 percent increase 
in patrol miles driven. Arrests 
have also increased by 44 per¬ 
cent. Our officers are out there 


and they’re working,” Wilmoth 
stressed.” 

Part II Crimes, the more 
minor crimes which decreased 
in reported instances for the 
first six months of the year 
were possession of stolen prop¬ 
erty, down 32 percent; sex 
offenses, down 18 percent; and 
narcotics cases, down 15 per¬ 
cent. Increases include minor 
assaults, up 39 percent; fraud, 
up 97 percent; drunk driving, 
up 44 percent; and disorderly 
conduct, up 29 percent. 

Notable increases for this 
past June were: 69 burglaries 
compared with 35 for the same 
month last year, an increase of 
97 percent. Auto thefts in¬ 


creased 100 percent last month 
with 38 autos stolen and only 19 
stolen last June. Arson fires in¬ 
creased from two last June to 
seven this June. 

Although reported crimes 
have increased, Wilmoth again 
emphasized that police en¬ 
forcement has little effect 
where these increases are the 
greatest. 

“We are continuing to 
address the crime problem 
with increased efforts in the 
Crime Prevention and Neigh¬ 
borhood Watch programs,” 
stated Wilmoth. “Although the 
watch program is new, we feel 
it will have a definite impact on 
crime in the community.” 


Jackson stated, “The union 
is very weak and their repre¬ 
sentation is minimal. The 
majority of blacks are confined 
to just a couple of departments. 
I worked in “Endo.” It was 
nicknamed the welfare depart¬ 
ment because of the low paying 
jobs. There are only about two 
or three blacks who are not 
hourly employees. Four blacks 
are in management.” 

Of the nine people who have 
filed this lawsuit, four remain 
employed by the company. 

Ruby Brown is a former 
three-year employee with 
Kerr. Injured twice while on 
the job, he states he never re¬ 
ceived compensation until he 
returned to work. “They gave 
me the runaround and wanted 
to deny me workman’s com¬ 
pensation. Whites would get 
their money in 10 days,” he 
said.

Rowdy teenagers spell trouble with capital T

While the mercury hovered 
at 93 degrees outside last 
Thursday, tempers at the 
fourth Neighborhood Watch 
meeting in the Romulus re¬ 
creation building appeared 
even hotter. 

“We’re strong and getting 
stronger. Forty-five people 
attended this meeting in 
sweltering heat during the mid¬ 
dle of summer. Together we 
identified a major problem. 
That problem is young adults,” 
said Tony Kopas, organizer of 
the neighborhood watch in the 
Five Points area, one of the old¬ 
est sections of the city ‘‘A 
majority of young people have 
nothing to do. In our area we 
have identified 10 teenagers, 
15-16 years old, who are re¬ 
sponsible for vandalism and 
breaking and entering homes 
and businesses in the area. 
Some residents have been har- 
rassed and even terrorized,” 
said Kopas. 

“Where is the police protec¬ 
tion?” inquired Delores Witz- 
gall who owns and operates the 
Polka Dot Party store along 
with her husband George. 
Their store on Goddard Road 
has been plagued with prob¬ 
lems caused by neighborhood 


teenagers, according to the 
owners. 

Since they opened their busi¬ 
ness two years ago, vandals 
have slashed nine tires on their 
cars and dumpster fires are a 
regular occurance, according 
to the Witzgalls. Last Sunday, 
someone cut the wires on the 
store alarm system. Two days 
later, a brick smashed through 
the front picture window.

“We know who’s responsible 
for this, but because not enough 
evidence exists, nothing can be 
done/’ said Witzgall. “We’re 
helpless. The police come, they 
file their report but nothing 
happens. I’ve talked with the 
mayor and the police chief. 
Both told us we should get our 
own security force.” 

The Witzgalls have filed 


complaints and last July 
signed a warrant against a 
father of one of the teenagers. 
“I’m not getting any protec¬ 
tion. Kids congregate outside 
of the store and harass cus¬ 
tomers. They taunt, “You can’t 
do anything to me because I’m 
a juvenile.” They toss firec¬ 
rackers on the roof and their 
dog chases me down the street. 
The list goes on. Why am I 
paying taxes?” asked an ex¬ 
asperated Witzgall. 

She claims her lawyer says 
there is not much she can do 
and the landlord turns a deaf 
ear. On many nights teenagers 
congregate in front of the store 
and drink beer, she said. Ro¬ 
mulus Officer Eric Painter 
said, “We know the kids who 
are doing this but can’t prove 
it. I’ve been to the party store 
on at least three different occa- 
sions. If this doesn’t stop, 
someone will get physically 
hurt. And that’s the problem. 
The kids are home before the 
glass stops sliding. There’s not 
a lot we can do.” 

“This neighborhood is hav¬ 
ing problems. At this point all 
we can do is stress the import¬ 
ance of the Neighborhood 
Watch and parental control. 
Just the plight of this business 
emphasizes the necessity of 
this program,” Painter said. 


“The problem is not going 
away. We have nothing against 
any of these kids. Many resi¬ 
dents have grown up with their 
parents. But if we don’t do 
something now, it won’t get 
better,” stated Kopas. 

All residents agree, the 
Neighborhood Watch program 
is already successful after only 
three months. 

“We’re positive. Problems 
have quieted down and identi¬ 
fied. We are more alert and 
aware. The program helped us 
tear down imaginary picket 


fences and open avenues that 
will generate the warmth that 
exists in this community. Peo¬ 
ple are more concerned for 
each other. This is one of the 
better areas of Romulus. But if 
we don’t watch out for our 
neighbor, the neighborhood will 
deteriorate,” explained Kopas. 

“We can’t just shift the prob¬ 
lem from one spot to another. 
Instead, we need to get these 
young people involved in some¬ 
thing constructive and want 
the city to sponsor such activi¬ 
ties,” Kopas said. 

Neighbors at the meeting 


were issued identification or 
code numbers. These allow 
them to call police without 
being identified if they are hesi¬ 
tant about leaving such in¬ 
formation. They spoke of addi¬ 
tional street lighting. In the 
near future, the Five Points 
Watch Group will sponsor a 
block party. 

Officer John Smagner stres¬ 
sed, “We are going to have the 
troops swing through the area 
more frequently to clear out 
any loitering teenagers. We’re 
working on the problem and 
will take care of it.”

Moped madness strikes 2

Because they failed to obey 
not only a yield sign but several 
other traffic laws, two young 
girls were critically injured 
when their moped was broad¬ 
sided by an automobile last 
Tuesday. 

Twila Tucker, 13, of Romulus 
and Lamona Young, 12, of Inks¬ 
ter were thrown from their 
moped when they failed to yield 
the right of way and collided 
with an automobile driven by 
Robert Daniel. 26, of Romulus 
according to police reports of 
the incident. 

Taylor Ambulance workers 
arrived on the scene and trans¬ 
ported the two injured gLls to 
Annapolis Hospital in Wayne. 
Daniel, who police indicate 
maintained the 25 mph posted 
speed limit, and his lone pas¬ 
senger were uninjured by the 
impact. 

Tucker and Young have since 
been treated and released, 
according to a hospital 
spokesperson. 

Tucker, who operated the 
moped, wore a helmet and 
Young did not. The accident 
occurred about 12:30 p.m. at 
the intersection of Biddle and 
Ronald in northwest Romulus 
where a large evergreen tree 
on the southwest corner ob¬ 
structed the vision of both 
drivers,according to Romulus 
Police Lieutenant Ken Kraus. 

“A multitude of things con¬ 
tributed to this accident. They 
violated the law by riding dou¬ 


ble, being underage and not 
having an operator's license. It 
is important to get this mes¬ 
sage across: there are rules 
and regulations regarding 
mopeds,” stressed Kraus. 

Police Chief Charles Wil¬ 
moth again stressed, “All 
moped operators must have an 
operator’s license and their 
moped or three-wheeled vehi¬ 
cle must be registered to ride 
on a public roadway.” 

He repeated the rules he 
emphasized earlier this 
spring: 

• Mopeds can not exceed 30 
m.p.h. 

• Operators must be at least 15 
years old or older and possess a 
valid license. 

• Freeways, sidewalks and 
bicycle paths are prohibited. 

• Operators are subject to the 
same laws which govern the 
driver of a motor vehicle. 

• Only one person, the driver, 
can ride on the moped. 

• A moped cannot attach itself 
to another vehicle nor can 
another vehicle be attached to 
the moped. 

• Operators cannot carry a 
package or bundle which would 


prevent both hands from being 
on the handlebars. 

• Operators under the age of 19 
are required to wear a helmet. 

“Persons involved in a 
moped accident stand a 85 per¬ 
cent chance of being killed or 
injured compared with 29 per¬ 
cent in other types of motor 
vehicle accidents. In addition, 
any traffic violation that a 
minor receives as a moped 
operator will be entered on 
their adult driving record. If 
they receive three, their regu¬ 
lar driving license will sus¬ 
pended until they are 18 years 
old,” he said. 

“Mopeds have the potential 
for disaster,” said Youth Offic¬ 
er John Smagner. “Violators of 
the law will be ticketed and 
their vehicles impounded. If 
parents knowingly let their 
children operate a moped, they 
will be issued a traffic citation 
and asked to appear in district 
court. We will take whatever 
action necessary to avoid such 
an accident in the future,” he 
said.

Cable offers new programs

If you thought cable was good 
before, wait till you switch to 
channel 40 and tune into the 
latest blockbuster to hit the 
small screen...the Romulus 
City Council meetings. Begin¬ 
ning this Thursday, city hall 
will be wired for sound, so to 
speak. 

“City hall will be hooked up 
to the Barden Cable studio and 
channel 40, the community in¬ 
formation channel. The chan¬ 
nel will accomodate any city 
announcements from monthly 
meetings to any and all com¬ 
munity and school events, even 
emergency situations,” stres¬ 
sed Ray Williams, chairman of 
the Romulus Cable Commis¬ 
sion. 

“Home hookups are a one¬ 
way system. City hall now has 
two-way reception. Barden in¬ 
stalled a monitor, generator 
and modulator. This will be 
able to broadcast any 
videotape but at the present 
time no live productions,” said 
Williams. 

Barden Cable Company re¬ 
cently completely wired 95 per¬ 
cent of the residences in the 
city of Romulus for cable tele¬ 
vision as required by the con¬ 


tract with the city, although 
there were several delays in 
meeting the initial completion 
schedule. 

According to Williams, “It 
would be safe to say that every 
complaint I have heard of and 
99 percent of the problems have 
been taken care of. Barden has 
not always bent over back¬ 
ward, but sometimes they 
have.”

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Barden officials are equally 
pleased with the city cable 
hook-up. “We are very pleased 
and delighted in the response 
that we are getting from sub¬ 
scribers. The subscriber rate 
in Romulus has surpassed the 
rate in Van Buren (which began 
cable hook-up two years ago),” 
noted Ray Leporati, vice- 
president of Barden Com¬ 
munications. 


Barden Cablevision of 
Romulus has also proposed a 
Public Access Training Class 
for 12 local people to include six 
citizens and six high school stu¬ 
dents if possible according to a 
letter received by Romulus 
High School principal E. L. 
Sheffield written by Linda 
Clark, director of studio prog¬ 
ramming and production at 
Barden. 

“The classes are slated to be¬ 
gin Sept. 19 and run through 
Dec. 12 at 3:30 each Friday in 
the studio in Inkster,” said 
Connie Madison, secretary on 
the Cable Commission. 

The 12 students will learn 
production, direction, video 
and studio equipment. “The 
main focus of the program will 
be to provide students with an 
opportunity to experience the 
technical aspects of audio and 
video equipment as it relates to 
broadcasting, cablecasting 
and live productions,” said 
Clark. 

“Students will also gain as 
awareness of occupational op¬ 
tions available should they de¬ 
cide to pursue a career related 
to studio productions,” she 
added. 


Man charged 
in officer injury 


A man charged with the injury of a 
Romulus police officer was arraigned in 
circuit court last Tuesday and now awaits a 
trial date. 

William Frederick Ridley was charged 
with felonious assault with intent to do 
great bodily harm less than murder. The 
charges stem from an incident which 
occurred in the late evening of June 23, 
when Officer John Hlinak investigated a 
malicious destruction of property com¬ 
plaint on Lisa in the northwest area of the 
city. 

“Ridley was walking toward the police 
car and then took off running. When he en¬ 
tered his van, he squealed his tires and 
sped off with no lights on in the direction of 
Hlinak. Hlinak attempted to jump out of 
the path of the van but was struck in the 
right knee,” police officials said. 

Hlinak was treated for abrasions and 
contusions to the right leg and released the 
same day from the hospital. 

Ridley was arrested the following even¬ 
ing and arraigned before Judge James 
Stone in the 34th District Court. Bond was 
set at $5,000. 

“While at court, Ridley escaped and was 
subsequently arrested two hours later and 
then charged with the escape. He pleaded 
guilty to the charge and sentenced to serve 
30 days in the Wayne Counry Jail where he 
now sits,” according to Romulus Police 
Chief Charles Wilmoth.

OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

SHORT TITLE: This Ordinance shall be known 
and may be cited as the “MASSAGE PARLOR 
ORDINANCE”. 

Definitions. For the purpose of the provisions of 
this ordinance, the following words and phrases 
shall be construed to have the meanings herein set 
forth, unless it is apparent from the context that a 
different meaning is intended. 

MASSAGE: The performance of manipulative ex¬ 
ercises upon the body of another for remedial or 
hygienic purposes, consisting of rubbing, stroking, 
kneading, adjusting or tapping with the hand or 
any instrument, mechanical, electric, or other¬ 
wise, with or without supplementary aids. 
MASSAGE PARLOR: Any Modeling School, Mod¬ 
eling Studio, Baths, Bath Houses, Mineral Baths, 
Sauna Bath, Steam Bath, Magnetic Healing Insti¬ 
tute, or any room, place establishment, or institu¬ 
tion other than a regularly licensed hospital or dis¬ 
pensary, where nonmedical and nonsurgical man¬ 
ipulative exercises are practiced upon the body or 
treatment of any nature for the body by massage is 
made available, by anyone not a physician or 
surgeon or of a similarly registered status, or 
where treatment of any nature for the human body 
is given by means of massage, as herein defined, 
and where a massage, alcohol rub, fomentation, 
bath, physiotherapy, manipulation of the body or 
similar treatment is given. 

MASSAGIST : Any person who administers to 
another person, for any form of consideration, a 
massage. 

PERSON: Any individual, firm, corporation, part- 
nership, association or other form of business orga¬ 
nization or group. 

MASSAGE SCHOOL: Any place, establishment or 
facility which instructions in the theory, method 
and practice of massage. 

INSTRUCTOR: Any person who gives lessons or 
teaches the theory, method or practice of massage. 
APPRENTICE OR STUDENT: Any person who, 
under the guidance of an instructor in a massage 
school or in a massage parlor, is being trained or 
instructed in the theory or practice of massage. 
LICENSED REQUIRED. NO person shall open or 
cause to be opened or conduct, maintain or operate, 
any massage parlor or massage school, or be em¬ 
ployed as a massagist or instructor within the City 
of Romulus, without first having obtained a license 
to do so. 

APPLICATION FOR LICENSE. Each person de¬ 
siring to open, conduct, maintain or operate a mas¬ 
sage parlor or massage school, or practice as a 
massagist or instructor, shall first make applica¬ 
tion to the City Clerk for license. 

APPLICATION FEE: At the time the application 
is filed, a non-refundable premises inspection fee 
and a non-refundable individual applicant inspec¬ 
tion fee, as established by resolution of the Romu¬ 
lus City Council shall be remitted to the City 
Treasurer and shall be in addition to any other fee 
required by this ordinance. 

APPLICATION CONTENTS: An applicant for a 
license as required herein shall submit the follow¬ 
ing information to the City Clerk. 

The full name and present address of the applicant 
or applicants. 

The two previous addresses immediately prior to 
the present address of applicant and dates of resi¬ 
dence. 

A description of services to be provided. 

The location and mailing address of the proposed 
establishment. 

If applicant is a corporation, the names and resi¬ 
dence addresses of each of the officers and directors 
of said corporation, and of each stockholder owning 
more than (10%) percent of the corporation. 

If the applicant is a partnership, the names and 
residence addresses of each of the partners, includ¬ 
ing limited partners. 

Written proof (birth certificate or sworn affidavits) 
that the applicant is as least eighteen (18) years of 
age. 

Individual applicant’s height, weight, sex, color of 
eyes and hair. 

One portrait photograph at least two (2) inches by 
two (2) inches and a complete set of the applicant’s 
fingerprints, which shall be taken by the Chief of 
Police of Romulus or his agent. 

Business, occupation, or employment of the appli¬ 
cant for the three (3) years immediately preceding 
the date of the application. 

A certificate from a medical or osteopathic doctor 
stating that the applicant has, within thirty (30) days 
immediately prior thereto, been examined and 
found to be free of any contagious or communicable 
disease; provided, that an individual licensed by the 
City of Detroit for the current licensing year may in 
lieu of the medical certificate present a current unre¬ 
voked Detroit license. 

The history of an applicant in the operation of a 
massage parlor or similar business or occupation, 
including, but not limited to, whether or not such 
person, in previously operating in thi^ or another 
municipality or state under license, has had such 
license revoked or suspended and the reason there 
or, and the business activity or occupation subse¬ 
quent to such action of suspension or revocation. 
All criminal convictions other than traffic viola¬ 
tions and the reasons therefore. 

Proof of U.S. citizenship. 

The application shall be signed and sworn to by 
said applicant. 

Such other identification and information neces¬ 
sary to discover the truth of the matters herein 
before specified as required to be set forth in the 
application. 

In addition, the following additional information 
shall be contained in an application for a permit to 
conduct a massage parlor: The number of em¬ 
ployees and names and qualifications of all per¬ 
sons, who are intended to give massages in the 
proposed parlor.

TORY: The City Clerk shall submit to the Romulus 
Police Department all information found in an ap¬ 
plication for license necessary for verification of 
such applicant’s penal and license history, includ¬ 
ing but not limited to, the information given in re¬ 
sponse to Section 5 (1) and (m) of this Ordinance.

Massagists shall be at least 20 years of age and of 
good moral character, have an education equiva¬ 
lent to the 10th grade and not less than one year’s 
practice under the supervision of a licensed in¬ 
structor or school as an apprentice or student.

moral character, have an education equivalent to 
the 10th grade and shall have been licensed massag¬ 
ists for a period of at least one year.

Section 11. APPRENTICES AND STUDENTS. 

(a) No person shall act as an apprentice or student 
unless they have obtained a certificate from a 
medical or osteopathic doctor stating that the ap¬ 
plicant has within thirty (30) days immediately 
prior thereto, been examined and found to be free 
of any contagious or communicable disease. A 
copy of this certificate must be filed with the City

(d) No apprentice or student shall practice massage 
unless in the presence and under the supervision of 
an instructor. 

Section 12. BUILDING INSPECTIONS: The City’s Building De¬ 
partment, Planning Department, Fire Department, 
and the County Health Officer shall inspect the pre- Section 21. 
mises proposed to be devoted to the massage parlor, 
massage school or similar business and shall make 
within a reasonable time separate recommenda¬ 
tions to the City Clerk concerning compliance with 
the requirements of this ordinance and all other ap¬ 
plicable City law 

RULES AND REGULATIONS GENERALLY: 

A recognizable and readable sign shall be posted at 

the main entrance identifying the establishment as 
a massage parlor or massage school. All such signs 
shall comply with the sign requirements of the City 
of Romulus. 

Service in massage parlor licensed under this 
chapter shall be limited to exercise, baths, and 
massage. Medical treatment of any kind shall not 
be given to any patron without a prescription from 
a registered physician. The use of heat lamps and 
sun-ray lamps only will be permitted. 

(c) No person who has any visible symptoms of a com¬ 
municable disease, such as a rash, discharge or 
fever or who is complaining of a sore throat may be 
attended by any licensee under this chapter or any 
person engaged in the practice of massage. 

(d) Each applicant for an apprentice’s or student’^ 
certificate or registration or for an instructor’s or 
operator’s license under this chapter or a renewal 
thereof, shall present a certificate from a reg¬ 
istered physician, certifying that he is free from 
communicable disease. License renewals shall be Section 22. 
required annually and become due on December 31 

of each year. 

(e) Advertising that there is a nurse in attendance is 
prohibited unless there is a registered graduate 
nurse constantly in attendance during the business 
hours of the massage parlor. 

(f) Advertising that there is a doctor in attendance is 
prohibited unless there is a registered physician con¬ 
stantly in attendance during the business hours of 
the massage parlor. 

(g) Licensees shall exercise every precaution for the 
safety of patrons. They shall watch for early signs 
of fatigue or weakness and immediately discon¬ 
tinue whatever form of service is being given upon 
the appearance of such signs. 

(h) No massage parlor shall be conducted in direct 
connection with living quarters, unless especially 
approved by the City Council, upon special applica¬ 
tion. 

(i) The premises used for a massage parlor shall be 
well lighted and ventilated. They shall be kept 

clean and the furniture and equipment shall be Section 23 

maintained in a safe and sanitary condition. There 

shall be an adequate supply of running hot and cold 

water during business hours. Bathing devices shall 

be thoroughly cleaned before the use of each 

patron. 

(j) All robes, towels, blankets and linens furnished for 
the use of one patron shall be thoroughly laundered 
before being offered to another. 

(k) Uniforms or garments covering the torso shall be 
worn by conductor, instructor, operator or appren¬ 
tice while attending patrons, which shall be of 
washable materials, and shall be kept in clean con¬ 
dition. the sleeves shall not reach below the elbow. 

U) The skin of the hands of those attending patrons 

shall be clean and in healthy condition and the nails 
shall be kept short. The hands shall be washed thor¬ 
oughly before giving patron any attention. 

Licensee shall be restricted in the exercise of their 
license to the places set forth in their certificate;’ 
giving of massages, baths and exercise in the pat¬ 
ron’s place of residence is permitted only upon spe¬ 
cial application to the Council. Section 24. 

Licensees shall notify the City Clerk of any change (a) 
of name or address of their home or business. 

No massage shall be performed in a massage par¬ 
lor or massage school in a private room which is 
closed to the view of other patrons. 

The private parts of patrons must be covered when 
in the presence of a conductor, operator or instruc¬ 
tor. Any contact with a patron’s genital area is 
prohibited. ^ 

Section 14. DISPLAY OF PERMIT: Every person, associa¬ 
tion, firm or corporation to who or for which is 
license shall have been granted shall display said (c) 
license in a conspicuous place so that the same may 
be readily seen by persons entering the premises 
where the massage, bath, or treatment is given. (d) 

Section 15. CHANGE OF LOCATION : A change of location of 


any of the forementioned and described premises 
may be approved by the City Council and Planning 
Director, provided the requirements set forth he¬ 
rein as well as all other ordinances and regulations 
of the City of Romulus and State law are complied 
with and the change of location fee in an amount 
established by resolution of the City Council is de¬ 
posited with the City Treasurer. 

UNLAWFUL ACTIVITIES: It shall be unlawful for 
any person to massage any other person, or give or 
administer any bath or baths, or to give or adminis¬ 
ter any of the other things mentioned in this ordi¬ 
nance for illegal purposes, or for monetary gain or 
profit to have any contact with a person’s breasts, 
genital area or buttocks in a manner intended to 
arouse, appeal to or gratify a person’s lust, pas¬ 
sions or sexual desire. Any violation of this provi¬ 
sion shall be deemed grounds for the revocation of 
the permit granted hereunder. 

EMPLOYEES: It shall be the responsibility of the 
holder of the permit for the massage parlor, or the 
employer of any persons purporting to act as a 
massagist, to insure that each person employed as 
a massagist shall first have obtained a valid permit 
pursuant to the provisions of this ordinance. 
PATRONAGE OR MASSAGE BUSINESS BY 

MINORS : No person licensed as a massagist shall 
massage or treat any person under the age of eight¬ 
een (18) upon the licensed premises, except under 
written order by a licensed physician, osteopath or 
registered physical therapist, such order being 
dated and in the possession of the massagist giving 
the massage or treatment. Provided, if the person 
under the age of eighteen (18) is accompanied by a 
parent or legal guardian during the massage or 
treatment, this provision shall not apply. 

NAME OF BUSINESS: No person licensed to do 
business as herein provided shall operate under 
any name or conduct his business under any de¬ 
signation not specified in his permit. 
ADVERTISING: NO massage parlor, massage 
school or similar business or massagist grated a 
license under the provisions of this ordinance shall 
place, publish or distribute, or cause to be placed, 
published or distributed, any advertisement, picture 
or statement which is known or through the exercise 
reasonable care should be known to be false, decep¬ 
tive or misleading in order to induce any person to 
purchase or utilize any professional massage ser¬ 
vice. 

REVOCATION AND SUSPENSION OF 

LICENSE : No license shall be revoked until after a 
hearing shall have been held before the City Coun¬ 
cil to determine just cause for such revocation; 
provided, however, the City Clerk or his or her 
designee may order any license suspended pending 
such hearing, and it shall be unlawful for any per¬ 
son to carry on the business of a massagist or to 
operate as a massage parlor or massage school, 
until the suspended license has been reinstated by 
the City Council. Notice of such a hearing shall be 
given in writing and served at least five (5) days 
prior to the date of the hearing thereon. The notice 
shall state the ground of the complaint against the 
holder of such license, or against the business car¬ 
ried on by the licensee at the establishment, arid 
shall state the time and place where such hearing 
shall be had. 

Said notice shall be served upon the license holder 
by delivering the same to such person or by leaving 
such notice at the place of business or residence of 
the license holder in the custody of a person of 
suitable age and discretion. In the event the license 
holder cannot be found, the service of such notice 
cannot be made in the manner provided, a copy of 
such notice shall be mailed postage fully prepaid, 
addressed to the license holder at his place of busi¬ 
ness or residence at least five (5) days prior to the 
date of such hearing. 

SALE OR TRANSFER : Upon the sale or transfer 
of any interest in a massage parlor, massage 
school or similar business, that license shall be null 
and void. A ne>v application shall be made by any 
person, firm or entity desiring to own or operate the 
massage parlor or massage school. The provisions 
of Section 5 and 6 of this ordinance shall apply to 
any person, firm or entity applying for a massage 
establishment license for premises previously 
used as such establishment. 

Any sale or transfer or any interest in an existing 
massage establishment or any application for an 
extension or expansion of the building or other 
place of business of the massage establishment 
shall require inspection and shall require com¬ 
pliance with Section 10 of this ordinance. A fee in an 
amount as established by resolution of the City 
Council shall be payable for each application in¬ 
volving extension or expansion of the building or 
other place of business of the massage establish¬ 
ment. 

APPLICABILITY OF REGULATIONS TO EX¬ 

ISTING BUSINESSES: The provisions of this ordi¬ 
nance shall be applicable to all persons and 
businesses described herein* whether the herein de¬ 
scribed activities were established before or after 
the effective date of this ordinance and including any 
person or persons whose application is presently 
under the consideration or investigation by the City 
of Romulus. However, those businesses operating 
prior to the date of adoption of this ordinance will 
have a sixty (60) day grace period from the date of 
adoption within which to comply with all the condi¬ 
tions and requirements of this ordinance as set forth 
herein above; provided, that the provisions of this 
ordinance other than those provisions dealing with 
the facilities necessary and licensing requirements 
shall require immediate compliance. Provided, that 
the City Clerk may grant an additional extension for 
a period not to exceed (60) days for good cause. Good 
cause defined herein to mean undue delays beyond 
the control of the existing business. 

EXEMPTIONS: This ordinance shall not apply to: 
Physicians, surgeons, chiropractors, osteopaths, 
psychiatrists, psychologists, clinical social work¬ 
ers, family counselors and clergyman who are 
licensed to practice their respective professions in 
the State of Michigan, or who are permitted to 
practice temporarily under the auspices of an 
associate or establishment duly licensed in the 
State of Michigan.

A trainer of any duly constituted athletic team who 
administers a massage in the normal course of 
training duties.

The funds generated from these charges shall be applied to 
retire outstanding sewer indebtedness incurred by the City 
in original construction and equipping of plants, mains, 
laterals, rights-of-way, or any other item of indebtedness 
incurred directly or indirectly in those capital improve¬ 
ments required to furnish sewer service to customers with¬ 
in the City. The term shall also include the costs of replace¬ 
ment, repair or extension of equipment to additional areas 
withiirthe City. 

Section 3. Chapter VIII, Article 1, Section 1.1, Paragraph q, is 

hereby amended to read as follows: 

Q. Water Debt Charges. Are defined as those charges im¬

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Back to school 


Washington Elementary School in West- 
land, a long-time monument for many area 
residents, is scheduled to be razed later this 
year to make way for a small shopping mall. 
That news was greeted with mixed reactions 
in the community-while happy to see the re¬ 
venue the sale of the school property gener¬ 
ated, many expressed regret about the loss of 
the piece of history. 

That regret is genuine, and many have fond 
memories of classes at the old school which 
has actually become more cherished in the 
time since the closing of the doors. That fond¬ 
ness for buildings which hold memories of 
days gone by, and the nostalgia associated 
with structures that are a testament to the 
past of a community are becoming an 
accepted part of municipal planning. 

The long-popular theory of destroying the 
old to make way for the new is losing ground 
rapidly to a philosophy of preservation of the 
past and pride in the architecture of days 
gone by. Perhaps there is a means to apply 
that attitude in this situation. 

In Frankenmuth, we’re told, there is 
an old school remarkably similar to the 
Washington building. It, too, was slated for 
destruction so that a series of small shops and 
one larger retail outlet could be built. After 
some thought, a great deal of planning and a 
healthy dose of community involvement and 
pride, a plan evolved to use the building as it 
stood, with necessary alterations to adapt it 
to use as a mini-mall with small boutique- 
type shops and one major retailer. 

The building has been successfully adapted 
and is popular with local shoppers and tour¬ 
ists alike. The suggestion that Washington 
School might be similarly adapted utilizing 
the experience of Frankenmuth was put forth 
this week by a local legislator who com¬ 
mented that such a project might be very con¬ 
ducive to promoting real community spirit 
and involvement. 

He could be right. 

The suggestion that the name of the mall 
commemorate Washington School has 
already been put forth by Wayne-Westland 
School Board member Sylvia Kozorosky, and 
other members have publicly admitted their 
fondness for the old building and the memor¬ 
ies it evokes. There are a multitude of area 
people, including many outside Wayne and 
Westland, who went to school in the building 
and would, it appears, also like to see it pre¬ 
served if possible. 


While many things could prevent this- 
...perhaps the building foundation is not 
strong enough to support the necessary con¬ 
struction alterations, or perhaps the strin¬ 
gent electrical, plumbing and building codes 
enfo^cd in commercial buildings might be 
prohibitive and too costly in this instance. 
But, it is a good idea, and could prove a boon 
in marketing should Richards Investment 
Company, the new owners of the property, 
decide to take a risk. 

It might be an out-of-the-ordinary under¬ 
taking for this company, which usually leans 
toward rather perfunctory, serviceable small 
malls containing an Arbor Drug Store outlet 
as the primary retail anchor. But, undeni¬ 
ably, this area needs something, some spark 
of development, some originality of thinking, 
design and construction, and some commun¬ 
ity participation to promote retail develop¬ 
ment. This just might be the start of some- 
thing--if it is possible, given the obvious safe¬ 
ty and legal restrictions. 

Trappers Alley in downtown Detroit, near 
Greektown, is nothing but shops and res¬ 
taurants installed in a remodeled fur ware¬ 
house and factory. Bricktown, also in Detroit, 
also relys on the charm of ancient factories 
and buildings to draw crowds. Many of the 
most popular shops in the shoppers’ paradise 
of Plymouth are in old buildings or new ones 
built to emulate the charm of a bygone era. 
Ann Arbor, which is a mecca for shoppers 
from all over the tri-county area, also utilized 
the lure of remodled old structures and homes 
to create an atmosphere and ambience for 
shoppers with dollars to spend. 

Local shoppers would, we think, respond to 
having something of this nature in the area. 
Should the developers undertake such a pro¬ 
ject, we feel our local community leaders 
would be more than supportive and helpful, 
and as a curiosity, if the right type of mer¬ 
chants could be lured to the converted school, 
the mall could draw shoppers from out of the 
area. 

While we realize it may not be possible, if 
there is a chance, we would urge all involved 
to pursue the possibility, investigate the 
costs, and perhaps take a chance on our com¬ 
munities as a place to try something a little 
different. 

It could be the first step in a journey of 

success. 


A city by any other name... 


“A hand with a pointing finger always has 
three fingers pointing back to you.” 

Perhaps those words of wisdom couldn’t be 
traced back to one of the great Greek philo¬ 
sophers but, the message they reveal could 
give one Wayne resident a cold, cruel lesson in 
governmental democracy. 

At the Wayne city council meeting last 
Tuesday, tempers were riled slightly as coun¬ 
cil members conducted a public hearing for 
the new city sidewalk program. As expected, 
many residents spoke requesting extra time 
to have their walkways in place while others 
needed clarification on the guidelines of the 
program itself. 

But one resident blatantly missed the boat 
when he chastised the council members for 
the program, calling it a waste of money for 
the taxpayers and a benefit only to the pre¬ 
mium rates for the city insurance policy. 

“It’s doing nothing for the city except 
burdening them,” said the resident. “It’s only 
going to save money for the city. You are not 
taking into consideration the homeowner.” 

While the resident probably only needed a 
medium to vent his frustration for another 
homeowner’s expense that he most likely will 
have to incur, that same resident was severe¬ 
ly short-sighted in making his remarks on be¬ 
half of the representatives he and his neigh¬ 
bors have picked to run this city. 

This resident failed to realize that if the city 
saves money in insurance premiums, he too 
will benefit in not having to fund so large a 


budget for these costs next year. Likewise, if 
the city saves money in repairs, he too will 
save money in the same repairs. 

City officials didn’t come up with such a 
sidewalk program because they felt any per¬ 
sonal urge to add to the coffers of the cement¬ 
pouring contractors. Neither did they endorse 
such a task to cause a burden or a hardship on 
any of the city residents. 

Project deadlines have in each case been 
lengthened when requested and financial 
assistance has been available for the needy 
residents in the project. The city fathers have 
been helpful. This resident has not. 

Perhaps what this one Wayne man should 
realize is that this program - and many others 
- are for his own benefit and for the benefit of 
his neighbors in the city. The program is for 
his safety, fbr the safety bf pedestrians and 
each person who sets foot on the sidewalks 
which have been severely torn by time and the 
elements. 

No, the council members have not imposed 
a burden on the residents. Neither have their 
endorsed an idea that would be self-serving 
and benefit only the city budget. 

No, this program is for the city, its resi¬ 
dents, its officials and its taxpayers. Perhaps 
sometimes when we say “the city” we forget 
just who the city\actually is. 

Come to think of it, this program will “save 
money only for the city.” But, that’s you, 
that’s me, and that’s the businesses and 
everyone else in between.

They 
don’t wait for a pat on the head before doing 
their job. Most would like the positive feed¬ 
back of hearing their work praised, but most 
thrive on job satisfaction and knowing they 
are performing to suit their own high stan¬ 
dards. Such people deserve our admiration, 
and our praise. 

For these people are the real unsung neroes 
of our society today. These are the workers 
who set the pace for the work ethic we should 
all hold dear and most of all, these are the 
people who hold the promise of America’s 
future.

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Governor James J. Blah

new grant program to assif 
adult, part-time undergraduat 
students who have been out c 
high school for a least tw> 
years. 

House Bill 4471 (now Publi 
Act 102 of 1986) provides for 
maximum grant award of $60 
per year for two years to eligibl 
students. If the number of eligi 
ble applicants in a given yea 
exceeds the amount of mone; 
available, grants will b, 
awarded based on greates 
financial need. 

The program, one of two new 
student aid ideas supported b> 
governor Blanchard last year 
is funded at $2 million in the cur 
rent 1985-86 budget. It is aimed 
at the many adult students who 
find it hard to get financial 
assistance because they must 
attend school on a part-time 
basis. 

These adult students also 
have assets or incomes that are 
too large to qualify them for 
typical college student loans.

However, they are often dealing 
with budget constraints, due to 
family obligations, that limit 
their ability to pay for college 
education just as much as any 
other students. 

. In recent years a number of 
adult workers, because of rapid 
technological changes in the 
workplace, have become dis¬ 
placed or had their jobs serious¬ 
ly threatened. The commitment 
to increased adult student loan 
programs in a significant in¬ 
dicator that the state intends to 
continue its efforts at helping 
adult workers develop their ta¬ 
lents and acquire the skills 
necessary to accomodate the 
needs of our changing economy.

Although the hobby has at times done 
more than filled her leisure time, Meaker 
said that going back into family history 
can be gratifying, exciting and a bit fasci¬ 
nating as she learns tips about her family 
she would otherwise not know. 

“I started in 1966. My father had died 
and I wanted to give my mother some¬ 
thing to do,” Meaker said of her first 
attempts at tracing her roots. “I went and 
looked up the information and sent it to 
my mother and she typed it for me. 

Like most other people who have taken 
on the grueling task of following the fami¬ 
ly lineage back three, four and even five 
centuries, Meaker was at first confused 
about where to begin. After a few letters 
and calls to her living relatives and a deci¬ 
sion to trace her father’s line were made, 
Meaker set off one day to the Detroit Pub¬ 
lic Library downtown in hopes of delving 
past the few inklings of information she 
had already received. 

“I went to Burton (the Burton historical 
collection at the Detroit library) and I 
looked for the name. I found the book on 
the bottom of a stack of books. I sat right 
down on the floor, pulled that book off the 
shelf and found my grandfather’s name,” 
Meaker said of her first day as a 
geneologist. 

Meaker admitted that she spent the en¬ 
tire day at the library and every possible 
day after. The next task was to obtain a 
copy of the book she found in Detroit, a 
book that already had outlined the Cone 


family history to 1662. 

Meaker wrote a Massachusetts book 
store asking for a copy in 1967. In 1973, 
book store officials wrote back and for¬ 
warded a copy of the book to Meaker for a 
small fee. 

Although the book had eliminated much 
of the work before her, Meaker set out to 
prove the events listed from each genera¬ 
tion by obtaining copies of the original 
birth certificates, marriage licenses, 
death certificates and any other pub¬ 
lished document she could find. A wealth 
of the information she was seeking was 
found among some old papers her dad 
had stored in the attic while more in¬ 
formation became available from trips to 
the Monroe County Library and State of 
Michigan record department. 

Meaker was able to trace her family to 
the early 1600s in Scotland. She found that 
one of her ancestors was taken prisoner in 
the Battle of Dunbar between Scotland 
and England and was sent to the New 
World by the English crown for seven 
years of punishment. 

The Cone family first settled in Conneti- 
cut but later moved to Vermont and New 
York before arriving in what is now Mon¬ 
roe County, Mich. Trips to the family 
cemetery in Monroe have become proof to 
Meaker that her documented evidence 
and further research is true while it 
makes her family roots appear clearer 
each year. 

Meaker’s huge collection of photo¬ 
graphs and documentation of her family 
heritage have enabled her to join such a 
prestigious group as the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. In addition, a look 
back into her husband’s family line en¬ 
abled him to become a member of the 
Descendants of the Mayflower Society. 

Although an honor and certainly a high¬ 
light of her work in genealogy, Meaker 
said that the DAR membership doesn’t 
compare with her membership in the 
Dearborn Geneological Society. Accord¬ 
ing to Meaker, it is this group of area 
amateur genealogists that has provided 
her with the know-how and tools to dig 
back successfully into the past. 

Today, the retired elementary school

teacher from the Wayne-Westland Com¬ 
munity Schools still makes two or three 
trips each month to the Monroe area in 
search of a birth certificate, death record 
or marriage license. She also has now be¬ 
gan digging for her mother’s ancestory as 
well as her husband’s. 

A bit time consuming for the mere chart 
that lists the family history, perhaps, 
Meaker will admit of her work in genealo¬ 
gy, but, nonetheless, a challenge and ex¬ 
perience that she could compare only to 
love and the birth of spring. 

“You just never run out of family to do. 
It’s a great hobby for retired people,” 
Meaker said. “When you find something, 
it’s very, very exciting. It puts butterflies 
in your stomach.” 

Although she has never been able to 
trace her family line back to that of royal¬ 
ty or prominence, Meaker is nonetheless 
proud of those who have gone before her. 
The Cone family garnered countless 
achievements in the Monroe area, Meak¬ 
er said, and a street has even been named 
in the family honor. 

One account of her mother’s history 
linked Meaker as a relative out of mar¬ 
riage to Napoleon Bonaparte. 

But fame, notoriety or even a lost in- 
eritance aren’t the reasons Meaker has 
taken a look back into her family herit¬ 
age. The lack of a better hobby isn’t the 
reason either as her love for collecting 
buttons could likewise occupy her time. 

No, these things seem just matters of 
trivia, Meaker explained, when com¬ 
pared to the feeling of elation, of joy and of 
pride when finding that one last birth cer¬ 
tificate, letter or shipping record that 
clearly details the events of a family that 
have gone silently before her.

The Dearborn Genealogical 
Society is one local group 
which meets each month to 
gain insight into the art of 
genealogy. Membership in¬ 
formation is available by writ¬ 
ing: Dearborn Genealogical 
Society, P.O. Box 1112, Dear¬ 
born, MI 48121. 

“The groups have speakers 
and lectures and give you hints 
on where to look for informa¬ 
tion,” Meaker said. “I was 
working on my husband’s line 
and I was at a standstill. One 
evening we had a workshop and 
one of the members told me to 
look in the ‘Old Families of 
Fairfield.’ I went down to Bur¬ 
ton and found the informa¬ 
tion.” 

The Burton Historical Collec¬ 
tion in the downtown branch of 
the Detroit Public Library is 
perhaps the best local source of 
information for a genealogist 
in this area, Meaker said. 
Family records and county 
accounts date back to the early 
1600s and copying facilities are 
available at the library. 

“Anyone in this area should 
really go down to Burton and 
search. Look for your own

Digging for your family roots 
isn’t as easy as gardening, 
Joan Meaker said, but by fol¬ 
lowing a few basic steps, it is 
within reach. 

The first step, Meaker said, 
is to start with yourself. That 
includes when and where you 
were born, your parents and 
grandparents. Filling out a 
family chart can be helpful as 
can old family Bibles, letters 
and stored documents. 

Meaker was adamant in 
saying that membership in a 
genealogical group was impor¬ 
tant. “This to me helped the 
most,” Meaker said.

Prove it 

State gives pioneer recognition 


As part of the celebration for the 150th 
birthday of the state, the Michigan 
Genealogical Council and the Library of 
Michigan are offering a commemmora- 
tive Sesquicentennial Pioneer Certificate 
to people who can prove that they are a 
direct descendent from an ancestor who 
settled in Michigan prior to Dec. 31, 1837. 

A similar program was initiated by the 
two groups during the bicentennial 
celebration for the country but, ancestrial 
data was needed only through 1876. The 
current award is hoped to honor those 
pioneers and founders of the state who 
were present when Michigan became an 
official part of the country in January of 
1837. 

To receive a certificate, a lineage chart 
and an application form must be sent to 
the Library of Michigan before Dec. 31, 
1987. A separate application should be 



completed for each sesquicentennial 
ancestor. 

Enscribed on the certificate will be the 
ancestor’s name along with the 1987 de¬ 
scendent. 

Proof of the lineage must be primary 
documents - documents such as vital re¬ 
cords, probate records, land records, tax 
records, federal, state or county census 


for birthday 

records, military records as well as 
church, mortuary, cemetery and court 
records. 

Supplemental evidence may also be in¬ 
cluded such as Bible records, obituaries 
and newspaper clippings, tombstone in¬ 
scriptions and published family histories, 
however, these proofs may or may not be 
accepted as proof of lineage. 

Application forms are available at 
several area libraries and at local 
genealogical societies.

genealogy to see if one has 
already been written for your 
familiy,” Meaker said. 

While documentation and 
family records can many times 
be found in libraries and county 
record collections, any study in 
genealogy wouldn’t be com¬ 
plete without some resources 
from relatives, Meaker said. 
Letters should be written to all 
living relatives, she said, with 
a self-addressed, stamped en¬ 
velope included. 

Many times, the relative 
won’t want to bother with the 
information or won’t remem¬ 
ber enough to be useful, Meak¬ 
er continued. However, the 
cost of a stamp and a letter is 
sure worth the possibility of 
finding out information that 
otherwise might be unattain¬ 
able, she added. 


In addition, a genealogical 
study may find the genealogist 
traveling to old cemeteries, 
hidden corners of old towns, 
Mormon libraries, as well as 
overseas. All of these are vi¬ 
able proofs in determining an 
exact account of the family 
troe. 

However, Meaker cautioned, 
only governmental documents 
such as birth certificates, 
death records, census records, 
burial permits and official pap¬ 
ers will many times be 
accepted as proof if you intend 
to publish your history or be 
accepted for membership in 
many historical societies. 

And although it may be very 
time consuming and at times a 
bit expensive, genealogical re¬ 
search has its own rewards, 
Meaker said.

Area kids learn 
kitchen essentials

There are 150 new, young 
cooks in the Westland area, all 
eager to try out their skills at 
making treats such as “Bom¬ 
ber Burritos,” “Earth Bunny 
Smoothie” and “Corny Banana 
Buns.” 

Guided by Chef Larry Janes, 
who authors a cooking column 
in the Associated Newspapers, 
the youngsters from ages 5 
through 12 attended classes at 
the Westland Mall. 

For the younger children, the 
classes were a basic introduc¬ 
tion to cooking skills and safety 
in the kitchen, according to 
Chef Larry. The youngsters 
start off blending a banana 
with fresh carrot juice and ice 
cream for a “Smoothie,” then 
mix up a batch of muffins. 
Next, they work together to 
prepare a fruit salad and, final¬ 
ly, the main course of the meal 
-“Bomber Burritos.” Whether 
it was the name or the taste, the 
“Bombers” seemed to be a big 
hit with the youngsters. 

The kids not only prepare the 
foods, but at the end of the class 
period they share the lunch 
that they have worked together 
to stir, mix, chop, blend and 
bake. And. it is a meal fit for a 
king - or, perhaps, a prince or 
^princess. 

Chef Larry goes a step furth¬ 
er with the older children to ex¬ 
plain the differences in food fla¬ 
vors, which foods compliment 
one another and how spices 
affect the flavor of various 
dishes. 

Each youngster receives a 
copy of the recipes that he or 
she h&s helped to make when 
the session is over plus the new¬ 
ly-found knowledge that cook¬ 
ing can be fun! 


After taste-testing the follow¬ 
ing recipes, the 150 partici¬ 
pants at the Westland Mall 
classes voted a resounding 
“yum” for Chef Larry’s re¬ 
cipes. 


CORNY BANANA BUNS 
(Makes 12 with any fruit) 


1 cup (3 medium) ripe bananas, 
mashed 

1/2 cup safflower oil 
1/2 cup honey 

2 eggs 

1 cup whole wheat flour 
1/2 teaspoon nutmeg 
1 cup commeal 
1/2 cup rolled oats 
1/4 cup wheat germ 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
1/2 teaspoon baking soda 
1/2 teaspoon cinnamon 
Cream oil and honey. Add 
eggs, one at a time. Combine 
dry ingredients and mix well. 
Add to honey misture alternat¬ 
ing with bananas. Bake in muf¬ 
fin papers at 350 degrees for 25 
minutes or until golden and 
firm to the touch. (Have mom 
help with the oven setting and 
handling the hot muffin tins). 


AMBROSIA FRUIT SALAD 
(Can be made with any fruit) 

1 cup vanilla low-fat yogurt 

1 cup pineapple chunks 

2 bananas, sliced 

1 apple, seeded and cut into 
chunks 

1 orange, made into segments 
1/2 cup shredded coconut 
1/2 cup sunflower seeds 

Place fruit in a large, non- 
metallic bowl. Cover with 
yogurt and toss gently. Sprink¬ 
le with coconut and nuts, toss 
gently. Refrigerate until really 
chilled! 


It just so happens that I'm 
writing this story on one of the 
hottest days of the year. The 
temperature reached 96 today 
and at 10:45 p.m., as I write this, 
it’s now 84 with a humidity read¬ 
ing of about 99 percent. 

The fan is doing a great job 
circulating hot air. The cup of 
ice I was chomping on (remind 
me to send an apology note to 
my dentist) has long since 
melted away, leaving a large 
puddle of melted frost that slow¬ 
ly inched it’s way over to com¬ 
pletely soak the water bill 
beyond recognition. (Poetic jus¬ 
tice, you say?) 

My intentions were originally 
honorable. I had intended to 
write this article about baking 
blueberry muffins but even the 
thought of entering a kitchen 
seems repugnant, let alone 
turning on the stove and baking. 

Let’s clear our minds for the 
next few minutes. Close your 
eyes, take a deep breath and 
think about something cool. 

Something refreshing. 

Something lower in calories 
than a Dove Bar. 

Something nourishing. 

Something that could be sin¬ 
fully rich. 

Something low-cost, or at 
least reasonably affordable. 

Soup. 

Yep, soup. Cold soup. Chilled 
soup. Iced soup. Soup you can 
sink your teeth into. 

When researching this arti¬ 
cle, it was noticed that many 
chilled soups call for an initial 
pre-cooking of some of the ing¬ 
redients. Forget it. Not these re¬ 
cipes. If you’re lucky enough to 
own a blender or a food proces¬ 
sor, make a quick dash to an all 
air-conditioned grocery store 
(try not to sit on the ice cream 
freezer, please) and pick up a 
few of the needed necessities, 
throw everything in the blender, 
and be prepared to sip in ele¬ 
gance in about one hour. 

One hour? When I make chil¬ 
led soups folks, they get pureed 
into small bowls that are im¬ 
mediately placed in the freezer. 
This chills them faster and as 
soon as a thin ring of ice begins 
to form around the inside of the 
bowl, they are removed, stirred 
to incorporate the sudden frost 
into the hearty broth and im¬ 
mediately enjoyed with only the 
best Stella D’Oro breadsticks 
money can buy. 

For the more patient and less 
sweaty, soups can be chilled 
directly in the refrigerator us¬ 
ing glass casseroles. 

A few words of caution re¬ 
garding the preparation of your 
final masterpiece. Most herbs 
and spices have a tendency to

become overpowering if 
allowed to “brew” slowly in a 
chilled environment. This can 
be embarrassing, especially 
when the small clove of garlic 
you added to incorporate a 
“whisper of garden freshness” 
has just overpowered your 
vichyssoise like a $1.99 bottle of 
cheap cologne from “Eau de K- 
mart.” 

If you have access to fresh 
herbs, prepare the recipe but 
leave out all the herbs and 
spices and stir them in about 30 
minutes before you serve your 
creation. With a little luck, you 
can achieve a subtleness of 
taste that even Julia Child could 
appreciate! 

Try substituting more deli¬ 
cate green onions for stronger, 
overpowering yellow ones. Can¬ 
ned, diced potatoes can easily 
be substituted for cooked pota¬ 
toes, again sparing you the ne¬ 
cessity to heat up the house by 
precooking. 

Make your summer dinners 
cool-as-a-cucumber by stirring 
in precooked shrimps, mashed 
avocados and even left-over 
boned chicken shreds. Pureed 
corn makes an excellent thick¬ 
ener. Keeping an eye on the bat¬ 
tle of the bikini bulge? Substi¬ 
tute plain, unflavored yogurt for 
cream and sour cream! 

When serving your cool crea¬ 
tions, garnish them with paper- 
thin slices of fresh lemon or lime 
and a sprig of mint! 

Excuse me while I turn off the 
fan. Is it getting cold in here or 
what? 

Bon Appetit! 


CHILLED AVOCADO SOUP 
(Easily serves 4-6) 

2 avocados, peeled and pitted 
1/2 cup half-and-half 
2 cups canned chicken broth 
1/2 medium tomato, peeled and 
seeded 

1/2 of small clove garlic, 
smashed 

chopped chives or scallions for 
a garnish 

Combine all ingredients in a 
blender or processor and blend 
till smooth. Chill. Garnish, 
enjoy! 



BONECHILL1NG CREAM 
OF BROCCOLI SOUP 
(Makes 6 cups) 

2 cups chicken broth 
2 (10 oz.) packages frozen chop¬ 
ped broccoli 

a small snippet of bay leaf (ab¬ 
out the size of a dime) 

2 cups plain yogurt (Or cream) 
1/4 teaspoon salt (optional) 
dash tobasco 

Allow chopped broccoli to 
thaw. Press out any water using 
a colander. Place broccoli and 
remaining ingredients in a blen¬ 
der or processor and blend till 
smooth. For a really neat taste, 
just before serving, sit in 1 14 cup 
chilled white wine. (The sweeter 
the better!) 

THE CHEATERS CHILLED 
MINTED PEA SOUP 
(Serves 4) 

1 can (10 oz.) condensed pea 
soup 

2 coup cans of milk 

3 tablespoons finely chopped 
mint 

1 teaspoon sugar 

2 teaspoons fresh chopped 
chives 

dash tobasco 
1/2 cup half-and-half 
A dollop of sour cream to gar¬ 
nish 

In a large bowl, combine all 
ingredients and stir with a wire 
whisk to max completely. Chill 
in the refrigerator for at least 2 


hours. Garnish with sour cream 
and mint sprigs. 

ICED FRESH TOMATO SOUP 
(Serves 6-8) 

4 pounds ripe tomatoes 
1/4 teaspoon dried basil 
2 green onions, chopped fine 

1 cup chicken broth 

2 teaspoons sugar 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
1/4 teaspoon pepper 

1 cup dry white wine 

Peel and seed tomatoes. This 
is optional, and not a necessity, 
but the finished product will be 
more eye-appealing! Combine 
all ingredients in a blender or 
processor and process until 
smooth. Chill, then stir before 
serving. 

STRAWBERRY WINE SOUP 
(Serves 4) 

2 cups fresh sliced strawberries 
6 tablespoons sugar 

1 cup water 

2 teaspoons cornstarch mixed 
with 1 tablespoon water 

1 cup dry white whine 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 

2 teaspoons grated lemon peel 
a splash of brandy or cognac 
Combine strawberries, sugar 
and water. Allow to stand for 30 
minutes, stirring frequently un¬ 
til sugar is dissolved. Stir in 
cornstarch binder, then puree in 
a blender or processor until 
smooth. Stir in remaining ingre¬ 
dients, chill. For added flavor, 
stir in 1/4 cup sour cream!

Fed tactics start working 


It appears that the Federal 
Reserve strategy of rapidly in¬ 
creasing market liquidity to 
stimulate economic activity 
may be starting to take effect. It 
appears from Federal Reserve 
data that both sectors, consum¬ 
er and business, have accumu¬ 
lated cash reserves to the extent 
that they feel compelled to in¬ 
crease spending. The Feds re¬ 
cent statement that they plan to 
continue increasing money 
supply (M-l) may have the 
effect of increasing economic 
activity beyond reasonable 
target ranges. It will take addi¬ 
tional analysis to determine if 
this trend will continue. If in fact 
later data supports this trend, 
we may well expect interest 
rates to move higher. With the 
stated determination of the Fed 
to push interest rates lower, it 
has reduced selling pressure on 
bonds. For this week, bond 
prices will be mixed, with some 
selling pressure coming from 
increased activity in gold mar¬ 
kets. This week, gold prices will 
be mixed to higher, as specula¬ 
tors try to sort out Fed data 
from Fed statements. Silver 
continues to trail the market. 

For this week, the short term 
traders will use any market 
strength to close out positions. 
As a group, they may be slightly 
more negative than positive. In¬ 
termediate-term traders will 
continue to be sellers of large 
capitalized issues. Long-term 
traders will be sellers of large 
capitalized issues, but will con¬ 
tinue to hold secondary issues. 

For this week, I see the mar¬ 
ket mixed, as no one segment of 
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traders will prevail. The recent 
market decline has set the stage 
for bargain hunters to move the 
buy side, and support the mar¬ 
ket. However, traders will be 
willing sellers, and this will 
blunt the effect cf buying sup¬ 
port. For the most part, this will 
be a mixed market that will 
change directions several 
times, in response to any rumor, 
news release, or earnings re¬ 
port. The market generally will 
trend lower, without any exter¬ 
nal influence. 

NOTE: General Motors 
slashing capital spending for 
the next few years; U.S. budget 
deficit to grow to $220 billion, an 
all time record; Industrial out¬ 
put fell .5% in June for the 
fourth decline in five months; 
Retail sales up .2% in June; 
Business sales plunged 1.8% in 
May, the steepest drop in over 8 
years; LTV files Chapter 11, the 
largest industrial concern to 
ever do so.

The butcher

Reggie Nickerson will admit that the 
trend toward going to the butcher shop 
each week has declined in recent years 
due to competition with the large super¬ 
markets. But, the 36-year-old Canton 
butcher is confident that the trend will be 
changing in years to come and area resi¬ 
dents will be bringing home the bacon 
from a different source. 

Nickerson has worked at John’s Butch¬ 
er Block on Lilley and Warren roads for 
about six months. Before becoming a 
“small town” butcher, the Inkster native 
worked as a meat cutter for Krogers. 

“It’s a good business. The people are 
really friendly,” Nickerson said of the 
butcher business. “I get a lot of satisfac¬ 
tion when a woman comes back in the 
store and says my steaks were great.” 

Having worked in the chain-store 
butcher shop setting for nine years, Nick¬ 
erson feels he is an expert on judging the 
benefits of buying meat from a local meat 
market and the neighborhood supermar¬ 
ket. While quality and prices are many 
times comparable at both places, Nicker¬ 
son said, the personalized service re¬ 
ceived at the butcher shop far outweighs 
any advantages of going to the large groc¬ 
ery stores. 


“The people who shop at the butcher 
shop are the people who want good quality 
and that extra service. It’s that little per¬ 
sonal touch that you get at the butcher 
shop that matters,’’ Nickerson remarked. 

‘ People have this thing in their head 
that a butcher shop is more expensive. 
But, really it’s not. People don’t mind 
spending an extra dime for the service 
they get here.” 

As for who goes to the butcher shop 
these days, Nickerson said it’s not the 
rich, the poor nor the middle-class 
citizens. “It’s all kinds of people,” he 
said. 

"We get a lot of people who come in 
every week. Mostly it’s women. They buy 
their luncheon meat and their fresh meat 
here,” Nickerson continued. 

While Nickerson has learned to cater to 
the mostly-female customer at the store, 
the butcher^hop manager and meat cut¬ 
ter likes the male shoppers even better. 
According to Nickerson, when the men 
come in and see “nice looking meat” they 
buy more, while the women buy only what 
they need. 

Butcher shops suffered a substantial 
drop in business, Nickerson explained, af¬ 
ter the economic recession of the early 
1980s. 

“People think the old-time butcher shop 
is on the way out. I think soon in time it 
will be back in when people realize they 
are getting a better product and good ser¬ 
vice,” said Nickerson.

Old world flavor saturates the fresh 
baked breads, cakes and pastries made 
from scratch by the young Yugoslavian 
couple who operate Le Cakery Bake Shop 
on Wayne Road in Westland. 

Pauline, 27, and Donee, 28, Dimovski 
opened their own family business two 
years ago after working at several local 
bakeries in the metropolitan area. 

They brought with them from their na¬ 
tive homeland, several generations of ex¬ 
perience in the baking business. Just over 
10 years ago, Pauline and Donee, better 
known as Danny, individually immigrated 
to America and settled near Detroit. 

“No, we didn’t know each other before 
we came here. We both worked at different 
local bakeries when we met. I was a cake 
decorator and Danny was a master baker. 
We mixed well,” she joked. 

There’s a big difference between work¬ 
ing in a bakery and owning one, according 
to Dimovski who worked in factories be¬ 
fore his first entrepreneurial endeavor. 
Either way, both Dimovskis love their 
business. 

“I like being with people,” said Pauline. 
“That’s the best part. If I could do it, I 
would only work up front. I used to bake for 
my family. My husband does the baking

for the business because he’s better.’’ 

Pauline explained that in one week, 
LeCakery will sell between 250 and 300 
cakes! Those customers with a sweet tooth 
come from all around the metropolitan 
area. They come to purchase wedding, 
birthday, shower or any-occasion cakes in 
all shapes and sizes. 

“Cakes are our speciality. They’re 
moist, light and delicious. The frosting is 
real buttercream. We even offer free sam¬ 
ples. Once people try just a bite, they place 
their order,” said Dimovski. 

Cakes are decorated in several themes 
from Care Bears to Superman. “Danny 
likes to bake different things. I like to ex¬ 
periment with different decoration de¬ 
signs. The results are always satisfing,” 
she related. 

“The only problem,” she confessed, “is 
there are too many hours. It’s not unusual 
to work 19 hours a day. This is our first 
bakery business. Our four helpers offer a 
lot of assistance. We have two children, 
Jamie, 5, and Micheal, 4, who at this point 
can put the paper cups in the cupcake pans. 
They’re learning,” she sighed. 

“It won’t be long before they’ll be here 24 
hours like us. There’s always something to 
do,” she said. 

“We like this location. Soon we’ll be set¬ 
tled enough to advertise,” she said. 

Then everyone in the area can eat cake.

Candlestick and candle makers are 
hard to come by these days. But don’t tell 
two budding entrepreneurs in Canton who 
are depending on the wax and wicks to 
light their ways to success in the business 
world. 

Carol Wolfram gave her friend Litia 
Woods one of her homemade candles for 
Christmas 18 years ago. Woods was im¬ 
pressed at the fine handicraft. In fact, she 
was so impressed that she talked Wol¬ 
fram into doing what was once only a holi¬ 
day hobby into an everyday business. 

The two are the owners of Lite My Wick, 
a candle-making business they operate 
out of Wolfram’s Canton Township home. 
Although business started off on a slow 
note, Woods reported that candle making 
in the area is finally beginning to flare up. 

“Right now, most of our business is for 
weddings and a close second is for gifts. 
We also have open houses and a mailing 
list,” Woods said. 

Wolfram has converted the living room 
of her ranch-style home into a showroom 
for the wax figurines of Santa Claus, 
hand-crafted wedding candles and float¬ 
ing candle centerpieces which have be¬ 
come a huge success at wedding recep¬ 
tions. She also has converted her garage 
into a candle-making workshop complete 
with molds, dippers, blocks of wax and a 


gear-and-chain device her husband de¬ 
signed that dips taper candles in and out 
of the liquidy wax until they are at perfec¬ 
tion. 

Both Woods and Wolfram work full 
time besides their candle business and re¬ 
port that getting time to mold the wax and 
fit the wicks is sometimes hard to come 
by. However, both are ready to leave their 
positions once the candle business lights 
up and ensures them a steady income. 

All the candles sold at Lite My Wick are 
hand-made, Woods said, and all are pro¬ 
duced using a secret formula of wax and a 
few “special” additives. The large wax 
blocks are broken into pieces and then 
melted down to a liquidy state. 

Then the molten wax is carefully 
poured into respective molds and allowed 
to cool. This process must be repeated 
about three times, Woods said, as wax 
tends to contract and form air bubbles 
when it hardens. 

Currently, the products of their labors 
are available only at craft shows, a few 
novelty shops in Canton and at home par¬ 
ties hosted by the two. However, Woods 
said, a just-recently-signed contract with 
a card store distributor should have their 
wicks and wax figurines popping and 
lighting up throughout western Wayne 
County in the near future.

I 
have always had a good record 
with the company and wish to be 
able to continue to use my card 
while I make regular, catch-up 
payments.

Dear Oil Company Representa¬ 
tive: 

I have had a credit card with 
your company since the early 
1960s. During the past 20 years, 
my account balances have been 
much higher than they present¬ 
ly are and my payments have 
never been delinquent. 

In December of 1985, I en¬

As a long-time custom¬ 
er, it would have benefited your 
company company to have 
worked with me in arriving at 
an amicable resolution. 

By this letter, I am also re¬ 
questing an immediate rein¬ 
statement of my credit card pri¬ 
vileges. 

I look forward to your prompt 
response and will forward pay¬ 
ment to you as soon as my ba¬ 
lance owing has been made 
clear to me. 

Should you have any ques¬ 
tions or need any additional in¬ 
formation, please do not hesi¬ 
tate to contact me. 

Sincerely FMJ 


COMMENTS: 

Soon after receipt of this let¬ 
ter, the oil company representa¬ 
tive called FMJ and together 
they worked out a livable pay¬ 
ment plan. FMJ indicated that 
they were unwilling to reinstate 
her card privileges until pay¬ 
ment was made in full. Although 
this caused FMJ difficulty, it is 
easy to understand that when a 
disposable item, such as gaso¬ 
line is charged, payment 
must be immediate. It is very 
difficult for most individuals to 
pay for services rendered and 
“use up” after the fact. The 
company did, however, agree to 
reinstate her card as soon as she 
was paid in full. Remember, 
they could have taken legal ac¬ 
tion which would have caused 
problems and, more improtant- 
ly, affected FM J’s credit rating.
